I have  just  returned  from  the  Lugano 
Sale  and  a business  journey  to  Italy,  which  accounts 
for  the  delay  in  our  reply  to  your  letter  of 
January  16th,  which  I wanted  to  answer  personally. 

First  of  all  I wish  to  say  that  we 
unreservedly  accept  Mr.  Newell’s  judgment  as  to  the 
authenticity  or  non-authenticity  of  coins  submitted 
to  him. 


Now  that  we  see  the  Lampsacus  AV  Stater 
again  - which  presumably  is  the  coin  we  sold  you  in 
August  1921  - we  have  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  is  a forgery.  This  coin  was  purchased  from  a y s 

well-known  collector  in  Athens,  against  whom  we  have  H ' ^ ' 

now  no  recourse.  You  had  the  piece  for  several 
months  on  approval,  and  over  seven  years  have  elapsed 
since  you  sold  it.  Ye,  of  Course,  did  not  know  that 
you  disposed  of  it  to  Mr.  Garrett,  whom  we  certainly 
do  not  wish  to  suffer  from  our  error  of  judgment,  but 
we  think  that  under  the  circumstances  we  should  not 
have  to  bear  the  entire  loss.  Please  let  me  know 
if  you  are  willing  to  meet  us,  and  we  shall  credit 
you  with  whatever  sum  you  think  reasonable.

Now  that 
Mr.  Newell  has  declared  it  false,  we  should  not 
think  of  offering  the  piece  again,  which  becomes 
worthless.  Our  sole  profit  on  the  transaction  was 
the  sale  commission,  and  others,  especially  Dr.  Hirsch, 
were  interested  in  the  Bement  Collection,  which  took 
place  six  years  ago. 

It  is  a pity  that,  if  Mr.  Garrett  was  not 
satisfied  with  it,  he  did  not  return  it  at  least  withi 
a few  months  from  the  Sale,  when  the  proceeds  could 
have  been  deducted  from  the  result  of  the  second  sale. 


I will  write  to  Dr.  Hirsch.  and  hear  what  he 
suggests,  and  perhaps  you  may  see  him  yourself,  as  he 
is  in  New  York,  and  discuss  the  matter  with  him. 


Ye  want  to  do  what  is  right,  as  you  know,  b 
it  is  hard  to  adjust  a transaction  which  took  place 
many  years  ago.
